Optometric  Technician 
Program  Launched  In 
Cooperation  With 
Quincy  Junior  College 

Dr.  Arnold  Katz  '50,  Director  of 
Paraoptometric  Training  at  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry,  and  Carl 
Deyeso,  vice  president  of  Quincy  Junior 
College,  Quincy,  Massachusetts,  are  co- 
directing  a  unique  Optometric  Technician 
Training  Program  commencing  in 
February  of  1985.  This  accelerated 
fourteen  month  program  combines 
courses  at  both  schools  and  offers  an  A.S. 
degree  in  Optometric  Technicianry  plus 
certification. 

Prerequisites  for  the  program  include  a 
high  school  diploma  or  equivalent,  an 
interest  in  health  care,  and  some  manual 
dexterity.  Since  the  tuition  is  80%  funded 
by  the  Bay  State  Skills  Corporation,  it  is 
extremely  affordable.  Students  are  trained 
to  assist  in  fitting  eyeglasses  and  contact 
lenses,  in  preliminary  testing  for  eye 
exams,  and  in  professional  office  skills. 

Career  opportunities  for  Optometric 
Technicians  are  abundant.  More  jobs  exist 
than  there  are  people  to  fill  them. 
Technicians  work  in  a  variety  of  settings, 
including  private  doctors'  offices,  clinics, 
health  maintenance  organizations, 
hospitals  and  the  military.  Further

NEWENCO  Initiates 
Optometric  Career

Minority  Youth 

Thanks  to  a  three-year  federal  grant,  the 
Optometric  Career  Access  Program 
(OCAP)  has  begun  at  NEWENCO. 
OCAP  is  a  comprehensive  program 
aimed  at  increasing  the  number  of  min- 
ority and  disadvantaged  students  apply- 
ing to,  entering,  and  graduating  from 
The  New  England  College  of  Optometry 
to  achieve  licensure  in  optometry.

Student/Spouse  Auxiliary  To  Begin  At  NEWENCO 

The  Auxiliary  of  the  Massaclwsetts  Society  of  Optometrists  sponsored  a  brunch  for 
optometry  student  couples  at  the  Westin  Hotel  in  Boston  on  Sunday,  September  30, 
towards  the formation  of  a  spouses' support  organization  at  NEWENCO.  In  her 
welcoming  address,  Bemice  Insuik  (Mrs.  Milton  Insuik)  noted  that  NEWENCO  was  the 
only  optometry  college  without  such  a  group,  and  expressed  her  wish  that  this  brunch 
meeting  would  be  the  catalyst  for  a  viable  group. 

MSO  members  and  their  wives  enjoyed  chatting  informally  with  students  and  their  spouses, 
comparing  notes  on  the  rigors  of  professional  school. 


The  need  for  developing  this  program  is 
evident  in  the  under-representation  of 
Black  and  Hispanic  students  currently 
enrolled  in  colleges  of  optometry  in  the 
United  States.  There  are  still  fewer  Black

and  Hispanic  optometry  practitioners. 
While  minority  representation  in  all  health 
professions  is  below  parity  with  the  entire 
U.S.  population,  it  is  particularly  acute  in 
the  field  of  optometry.  For  example,  of  the 
23,000  practicing  optometrists  in  the 
United  States,  approximately  200  (fewer 
than  1%)  are  Black,  despite  the  fact  that 
there  are  25  million  Blacks  nationally, 
comprising  12%  of  the  total  population. 
Hispanics,  the  nation's  second  largest 
minority  group,  comprise  over  5%  of  the 
total  U.S.  population,  but  only  1%  of  the 
registered  optometrists.  Thus,  while  there 
is  one  white  optometrist  for  every  8,250 
white  patients  in  the  U.S.,  the  ratio  of 
Black  optometrists  to  Blacks  is  1  to 
125,000  and  for  Hispanics  it  stands  at  1  to 
70,000.  These  figures  fall  far  short  of  the 
optimal  ratio  of  one  optometrist  for  7,500 
persons  established  by  the  American 
Optometric  Association. 

Indeed,  in  1980-81,  when  1,097  Doctor 
of  Optometry  degrees  were  conferred  by 
the  nation's  fourteen  colleges  of

optometry,  only  9  recipients  were  Black, 
16  were  Hispanic,  and  2  were  Native 
Americans  as  cited  by  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Education/  Office  of  Civil  Rights. 
Vision-related  problems  among  the  poor 
and  among  minorities  are  eight  times 
more  prevalent  than  in  other  groups. 

This  under-representation  is  not  an  easy 
problem  to  resolve,  but  the  solution  must 
begin  with  today's  minority  youth. 
However,  a  number  of  barriers  are  en- 
countered by  minority  students  pursuing  a 
health  career,  including  a  lack  of  access  to 
traditional  education  and  support  systems. 
Access  is  hindered  by  geographical, 
financial  and  cultural  barriers,  as  well  as 
the  unavailability  of  appropriate  educa- 
tional environments  for  many  minority 
youths  that  are  conducive  to  selecting 
and  pursuing  professional  careers. 

The  Program 

The  program's  first  focus  is  on  facilitat- 
ing entry  of  students  into  NEWENCO  to 
make  the  college  more  receptive  to  their 
needs  and  by  increasing  the  student's 
desire  to  pursue  an  optometric  career. 

The  core  of  this  element  is  a  four-week 
summer  program  (Operation  Access)  for 
college  juniors  and  seniors,  which  in- 
troduces the  student  to  hands-on  op- 


tometric patient  care  and  establishes  links 
between  NEWENCO  and  the  student's 
home  community.  On  this  foundation,  the 
second  focus  is  retention,  graduation  and 
licensure.  Fusion  of  this  group  into  a 
self-perpetuating  entity  begins  with  a 
second  summer  program  (Operation 
Success)  for  college  seniors,  just  prior  to 
their  entry  into  NEWENCO.  The 
students,  their  families,  peers  and  role 
models,  faculty,  tutors  and  counselors  are 
all  involved;  the  timely  provisions  of 
academic  and  personnel  support  begin 
here  and  continue  through  graduation 
through  licensure. 

Open  House  Held 

NEWENCO  sponsored  an  Open 
House  at  the  Sheraton  Boston  on 
November  30, 1984,  to  introduce  OCAP. 
In  attendance  were  over  fifty  institutional 
representatives  of  college  admissions 
departments,  Upward  Bound  programs, 
and  guidance  counselors  from  local  high 
schools  and  colleges.  Participants  at  the 
luncheon  meeting  were  offered  vision 
screenings  as  well  as  an  overview  of  the 
optometric  profession  and  the  need  for 
increasing  minority  representation  among 
doctors  of  optometry. 

Among  the  speakers  at  the  open  house 


were:  Mr.  Emanuel  H.  Lomax  Jr., 
Director  of  the  Optometric  Careers  Access 
Program  (OCAP)  at  NEWENCO;  Dr.  F. 
Dow  Smith,  President,  NEWENCO;  Dr. 
Larry  Clausen,  Academic  Dean, 
NEWENCO;  and  Dr.  Everett  Sabree  of 
the  Roxbury  Comprehensive  Community 
Health  Center,  a  1981  alumnus  of 
NEWENCO  who  is  currently  the  only 
licensed  Black  optometrist  in  the  state 
of  Massachusetts.

Emanuel  H.  Lomax  Jr.  is  the  newly 
appointed  Director  of  the  program.  As 
administrator,  he  will  be  directly  respon- 
sible for  the  active  recruitment  of  minority 
students  at  the  College. 

Mr.  Lomax  is  a  lifelong  resident  of 
Dorchester,  Massachusetts.  He  attended 
Boston  public  schools  and  was  graduated 
from  Chauncey  Hall  Preparatory  School 
in  Waltham,  Massachusetts.  In  1975,  he 
received  his  bachelor's  degree  from 
Brandeis  University,  and  has  since  done 
graduate  work  at  Southern  Methodist 
University  in  Dallas,  Texas,  and  the 
University  of  Connecticut  at  Storrs.  Prior 
to  his  appointment  at  The  New  England 
College  of  Optometry,  he  worked  at 
Salem  State  College,  Salem,  MA,  where 
he  served  as  Coordinator  of  Community 
Relations  and  as  Assistant  Director  of 
Admissions.  Mr.  Lomax  is  also  a  con- 
sultant with  the  Wentworth  Institute  of 
Technology,  Boston,  within  the  College 
Upward  Bound  Program.

Smith  Awarded 
Honorary  Diplomate 

Dr.  William  Smith,  of  Lexington, 
Massachusetts,  was  recently  awarded  an 
honorary  diplomate  in  Binocular  Vision 
and  Perception  by  the  American 
Academy  of  Optometry. 

Dr.  Jack  E.  Richman,  director  of 
special  clinical  programs  at  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry  and 
chairman  of  the  Binocular  Vision  and 
Perception  section  of  the  A.A.O.,  made 
the  presentation  to  Dr.  Smith  and  noted 
his  many  achievements  in  the  field  of  clini- 
cal orthoptics  and  binocular  vision. 

Dr.  Smith,  at  age  85,  still  practices 
optometry  in  Woburn,  MA.  He  is  the 
author  of  many  articles  and  textbooks  on 
vision  therapy,  including  "Clinical 
Orthoptic  Procedures".  He  is  a  pioneer  in 


the  field  of  orthoptics  and  rehabilitative 
optometry,  and  for  many  years  he  was  the 
director  of  an  internship  program  for 
students  at  the  Massachusetts  College  of 
Optometry. 

Dr.  Smith  was  bom  in  Minsk,  Russia, 
and  emigrated  to  this  country  in  1912.  He 
began  practicing  optometry  in  Boston  in 
1924.  During  the  thirties  and  forties,  he 
developed  clinical  procedures  for 
orthoptics  and  vision  therapy,  working 
with  thousands  of  patients.  He  became  a 
fellow  of  the  American  Academy  of 
Optometry  in  1936,  and  is  also  a  fellow  of 
the  Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Science.  After  practicing  in  California  for 
a  time  in  the  fifties,  he  moved  back  to  the 
Boston  area,  where  he  continues  to  write 
and  to  practice.

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The  Benefits  Of  A  Charitable  Trust 


How  to  Conserve  Your  Estate 
With  A  Charitable  Trust 

Careful  planning  can  enable  you  to  protect 
your  family  while  supporting  NEWENCO. 

Several  years  ago  Frank  Jenko  bought 
a  piece  of  commercial  real  estate  in 
western  Massachusetts.

They  decide  on  a  trust  that 
will  meet  his  objective  at  minimal  cost  to 
him  and  his  family. 


Frank  transfers  his  commercial 
property  to  the  trust  and  stipulates  that 
the  net  annual  rental  income  be  paid  as 
an  annuity  to  NEWENCO  for  a  period  of 
12  years.  When  the  trust  terminates,  the 
property  will  pass  to  his  son.  He  believes 
that  the  building  will  be  worth  much  more 
than  its  present  value  at  that  time. 

Assuming  that  the  annual  payments  to 
NEWENCO  are  $20,000  (the  amount  of 
net  rental  income),  Frank  will  have  con- 
tributed $240,000  over  the  12  years.  He 
directs  that  the  gift  amounts  be  used  to 
fund  a  new  laboratory  in  his  name  at 
NEWENCO. 

What  special  benefits  did  he  derive  from 
this  plan? 

1.  By  putting  the  property  in  trust, 
Frank  removes  the  asset  from  his  own 
income  stream  thereby  reducing  his 
income  tax  liability. 

2.  By  transferring  the  property  to  his 
son  at  the  end  of  12  years,  Frank  has 
retained  ownership  of  the  property  in  his 
family. 

3.  Although  he  paid  a  gift  tax  at  the 
outset  by  naming  his  son  as  recipient  of 
the  property,  the  gift  tax  is  substantially 
reduced  by  the  value  of  the  annual 
charitable  payments  to  NEWENCO. 


4.  All  appreciation  of  the  value  of  the 
property  during  the  1 2-year  term  of  the 
trust  is  essentially  taxfree,  because  the  gift 
tax  paid  was  based  on  the  value  of  the 
property  at  the  outset. 

5.  Frank  has  found  a  method  to 
underwrite  an  important  new  project  at 
NEWENCO  that  will  benefit  students  for 
many  years  to  come.
